Duration

Suggested Duration: 50-60 min. 

Content Objective: Students draft research reports, incorporating graphics and illustrations to help explain concepts where appropriate. 


Mini Lesson 


1. Explain that many times information is better conveyed in ways other than the written word. Ask: What are some other ways to explain 
information? Brainstorm and list answers as a class which should include pictures, maps, charts, tables, and graphs. 

2. Display Anchor Chart Graphics and Illustrations and explain guidelines for using each.
